I am enclosing a newspaper clipping from the Philadelphia Inquirer, dated 
March. 5, 1982 regarding Allen L. Boblitt, 41, of 8389 Langdon St. , Phila- 
delphia, as having surrendered to the Philadelphia Police on charges that 
he sexually assaulted two Scouts. Boblitt is registered in our Troop 136, 
sponsored by the Leary Family-Faculty Association, Victoria Road and 
Henry Avenue, Warminster, Pa. Since then several newspapers have carried 
these charges and I have personally talked to the police officer in charge 
of the matter at the onset of events leading up to the newspaper publica- 
tion, 

I have written a letter to Mr. Boblitt, suspending him from membership in the 
Boy Scouts of America and have enclosed a copy of that letter. Although the 
Council Commissioner signed the letter in the absence of the Council President 
the Council President is aware of the action taken. 



I have followed, for the most part, the procedures outlined in a communique 
dated February 1980 from Chief Scout Executive, subject "Procedures for 
Maintaining Standards of Leadership". I would hope that the information sent 
to you will suffice until I have filled in a confidential record sheet with 
more descriptive details of the man. 



If there is anything further I must do in this matter to satisfy National 
Council requirements, please inform me immediately.
